Pittsburg, April 5.—All indications 
point to a general suspension of coal 
mining along the Monongahela river, 
and by Wednesday it is expected 10,- 
000 diggers will be on a strike.

SUFFERING FROM EXPOSURE. 


itfi* Adds Greatly to the Discomforts 
of the Situation. 
Evansville, Ind., April 5.—Rain is 
falling on the stricken town. Many of 
the citizens, especially the women and 
children, are suffering from exposure. 
The flood came upon the people with­ 
out warning while ttiey were at their 
evening meal or on their 
way 
to 
church. 
W ith a deafening roar 
the 
swollen river broke through the levee 
in the rear of the city and swept away 
everything in its path. 
Within an 
hour after the breaking of the levee 
the water stood over the city to 
a 
depth of from ten to thirty feet.

In a few moments the land they had 
left was submerged, but, safe for the 
time being, they watched the destruc­ 
tion of their homes and saw the deaths 
of kinsmen, trends and neighbors.

Before the citizens of the community 
could realize their doom the yellow 
wat?r was pouring into second-story 
windows. Whole families died together. 
Husbands went down to death with 
the cries of wives and babies ringing 
in their ears.

whirlpool. 
From where Walton stood he had a 
good view of the town. Once he passed 
through a tornado on the upper Missis­ 
sippi, but he declares that its force 


levee was in good condition and stood 
from five to six feet above the water. 
The break occurred below the surface. 
The lower part of the city was the 
first to be submerged, but tne water 
spread so rapidly that residents of the 
higher portions were compelled to seek 
safety in the upper stories 
of 
the 
houses. Everything was abandoned in 
the mad rush for life, and 2,000 people 
are now huddled together in the larg­ 
er houses and public buildings, with­ 
out food or fuel. 
They are suffering 
greatly from hunger and cold. 
The break in the levee occurred on 
the north side of the rear part of the 
city between 5 and 6 o’clock. Those who 
were near the levee when the break 
came made a rush for their homes to 
save their families. They were over­ 
taken by the waters and swept away.

Prom the fact that this correspond­ 
ence is not presented with the message 
It is inferred that its main features 
are touched on in the message itself, 
Whether in the form of extracts 
or 
merely in substance. 
The W ashington Post says that un­ 
less Spain within 
forty-eight 
hours 
yields all by surrendering Cuba war 
cannot be averted. 
It says: 
“The president’s message 
will be equivalent to a declaration of 
war and hostilities can now 
averted by Spain yielding all. 
“Pope Leo XIII, is mediating be­ 
tween Spain and Cuba. 
It is learned 
th a t his holiness has represented to

Privateering is and remains abol­ 
ished. 
2. 
The neutral flag covers enemy’s 
goods with the exception of contraband 
of war. 
3. 
Neutral goods except contraband 
of war are not liable to capture under 
an enemy’s flag. 
4. 
Blockades, to be binding, must 
he effective—that is to say, maintained 
by a force really sufficient to prevent 
access to the coast of the enemy. 
All the powers signed this declara­ 
tion except the United States of Amer­ 
ica. Srain and Mexico.
